It is reported that Judge Rives in a 


political speech at Piocho the other day 
violently assailed Congressman Cassidy. 
Judge Rives is a Democrat, but a per- 
soual difference has existed between the 
two gentlemen for some time past, and 
that was doubtless the cause of the 
vrordy attack. It will bo a mutter of 
surprise to many of the Judge's friends 
that he should so far forget the dignity 
of his judicial position as to make a 
political speech either in behalf or 
against any candidate on either ticket. 


The Elko Independent (Dem.), after 


calling attention to the strictures of the 
Enterprise upon the impropriety of our 
District Judges making themselves so 
conspicuous in the partisan politics of 
this State, adds the following well-timed 
remarks:

ment. 
When the honor and the emolu- 


ments of the judicial office are inade- 
quate to satisfy the vaulting ambition 
of the incumbent, he should iu fiirnple 
justice to those who clothed him with the 
ermine, return it to their keeping, and 
seek iu less contracted fields the polit- 
ical distinction denied to the judicial 
gow 11.

suit of the Bell Telephone Company vs. 
People's Telephone Company, better 
known as the " Drawbaugh " case, has 
been set for final argument before Judge 
Wallace in tha United States Circuit 
Court at New York, the 22d iust.

celebrated case has excited the greatest 
interest in in every section of the coun- 
try, and it is stjfe to say that a favorable 
decision will iusrease the market value 
of the shares of the American Bell 
and the numerous 
telephone com- 


panies licensed by it, by many mil- 
lions of dollars and an unfavorable 
decision 
will 
have 
a 
depress- 


ing effect. 
Prof. Bell's parents have 


been strongly maintained by the United 
States courts heretofore as they cover 
the art of trausmittining speech by 
electricity, not one of the hundred or 
more other telephones which have been 
invented can be used without infringing 
as they are all founded upon Bell's fun- 
damental principles and are mere me- 
chanical equivalents of his invention. 
But in the suit about to be decided the 
defendants have attempted to prove 
that Bell was not the original iuvantor 
by several years, and that tho telephone 
and 
nearly 
all 
the 
improvements 


patented by Mr. Bell, Blake, Edison and 
others, were invented and operated by 
Daniel Drawbaugh, of Pennsylvania, 
years before, and that his invention was 
not known except to his neighbors until 
recently, because he could uot afford to 
procure a patent. 
Consequently, if 


Bell loses his case and the decision 
should bo sustained by the United States 
Supreme Court, his patents will be re- 
voked aud the telephone will bo free to 
all, because Drawbaugh lost all rights 
to obtain a patent by failure to apply in 
time. If Bell wins the case his com- 
nies will probably remain in undis- 
turbed possession of the field for a long 
time.

Nickel is the "coming metal." Its im- 


portance is now generally recognized ; 
its uses are destined to be vastly multi- 
plied. It is only a few years since the 
metal was first separated from its im- 
purities in commercial quantities, and 
utilized in its pure state without alloy 
or contamination by sulphur, arsenic, 
or other elements with which it is uni- 
versally combined in its natural state. 


As to its geographical distribution, it 


may be said that it ia found in many 
localities and in various parts of the 
world ; but only iu a few places has it 
been found iu sufficient quantities and 
of sufficient richness to be worked with 
commercial success. The recent dis- 
coveries iu New Caledonia (an Island 
lying to the east of and not far from 
Australia) have given such importance 
and commercial cheapness to this metal 
as to bring it into economical uses 
heretofore unknown. This locality is 
at present the main source of supply 
for the world. Tho only place in tho 
United States where it has been exten- 
sively mined is 
at Lancaster Gap, 


Pennsylvania. This is the well-known 
mine of Joseph Wharton, of Philadel- 
phia. He is now the only producer of 
metallic nickel in the United States. 
The ore iu his mine contains iu bulk 
from 1% to 2 per cent, of nickel. 
It ia 


worked into its commercial slate at Mr. 
Wharton'a extensive works at Camden, 
N. J. 
The important deposits of nickel 


ore recently found iu Nevada are now 
attracting attention. 
These deposits 


are rich iu oxides of nickel aud oxides 
of cobalt. The grade of this ore is as 
high as the per cent, of nickel or nickel 
and cobalt. Nickel is now worked BO 
as to be ductile and malleable. 


This metal is to bo viewed as a new 


material, a new gift to the industrial 
arts, with an unknown number of ap- 
plications before it. Its most extensive 
•use is in plating and iu the manufacture 
of germau silver. For coinage, there 
has been a large demand, which is des- 
tined to bo greatly increased as its ad- 
vantage* aud economy are bettor under- 
stood. It has varied in price from one 
dollar to four dollars per pound in the 
last twenty years, 
Tho prica in Eng- 


land, in 1883, was quoted iu a memo- 
rial to Congress at ssveuty cents per 
pound. 
ID the shape of plating it com- 


mands a much higher price. From 
1876 to 1SS2, the price was on tho 
average upwards of one dollar and forty 
cents per pound for largo contracts. 


The production from thu Gap mine to 


1883 is estimated at about 4,000,000 
pounds. 
If the mines in Nevada turn 


out as expected, the importation of 
nickel to this country will not be neces- 
sary, but it is highly probable that wo 
can export to Europe. 
The consump- 


tion of nickel for electro-plating is very 
large. One company, known ns tlie 
Uoited Nickel Co., admit that the 'roy- 
alties received under its patent for plat- 
ing processes amounted to no loss than 
$175,000 a year. This is all recent and 
new. In the coinage up to June, 187G, 
the United States bad alono issued of 
tho five-cent nickel to the extent of 
$6,710,128 in value. In the Gorman 
Empire 
the 
total 
nickel 
coinage 


amouutod ia January, 1877, to about 
$9.880,000, and in Belgium, in 1870, to 
0,598,805 francs iu value. There is to 
be added, also, the amount of one-cant 
nickel coin iu the United States. Great 
Britain ought to substitute nickel for its 
clutnsy pennies. 


The refining of nickel aud cobalt was 


commeucffid in the United Slates 
t>y 


Prof. J. C. Booth, of Philadelphia, in 
1846. 
Mr. Wharton liuu done more 


than any one else to promote the metal- 
lurgy of nickel iu the United States. 
The treatment of it to secure the best 
results is u matter of high degree of 
skill. 
Expensive 
works 
for rolling 


nickel have been recently erected at 
Camden, containing, among other ma- 
chines, two trains of 40-inch rolls, 18 
inches in diameter, with annealing 
rooms and their adjuncts, and a 90-inch 
horse power engine. The largest sheet 
yet rolled nt Camden was 72 inches 
long and 24 inches wide, pure nickel. 
Nickel is also welded upon iion and 
upon steel plates. A great variety of 
domestic utensils have been made out 
of pure nickel. It is a noble metal in 
its beauty and in its durability and 
freedom from rust and discoloratiou. 
It is proposed to make nickel boiler- 
plates. Knives and razors will bo made 
of it. 
A more iiniform and constant 


supply of this metal is demanded. 


Its production will constitute a profit- 


able industry, now that the probability 
of increased supply is afforded by the 
discovery of the Nevada mines. We 
refer to the article in the U. S. Geo- 
logical survey, "Mineral Resources of 
the United States." As indicative of 
tbe lack of appreciation of the uses and 
applications of pure nickel, and the 
progress of art in ita manufacture, we 
mention that as late as 1873, "at the 
Vienna exhibition, and again in 1876 at 
the Centennial exhibition in Philadel- 
phia, the intelligent public failed to 
notice the importance of the remark- 
able series of objects made of wrought 
nickel. The Judge reported them as 
worthy of an award, while persons not 
especially versed in such matters were 
sxirprised when their 
attention 
was 


called to the subject, to find that pure 
nickel was wrought into articles that 
could be put to daily use in the arts 
and in 
domestic 
economy.—Boston
